KAIN AND SNOW. 


T he Arroyo Seco is H igher Than Ever 
K now n-C rop O utlook. 
Soledad, February 17th.—For the past 
two weeks the weather has been very 
pleasant, which enabled the farmers to 
continue their work. Saturday evening it 
became storm y and rained mo9t of the 
night through, .88 inches of rain falling 
It is cloudy and there are indications of 
more rain. The coast m ountains are cov­ 
ered with snow. Roads are in bad condi­ 
tion, and the Arroyo Seco is ’ 
b»r than 
ever know n before and is impassab. 
G ilroy, February 17lh.—Just after m id­ 
night Saturday rain commenced pouring 
down again, continuing all day Sunday, 
with intervals of suushineaud occasional 
showers of hail. To-day, also, rain has 
fallen alm ost unceasingly, the precipitation 
for the storm being over 2 inches and for 
the season 32, against 8 12 inches to the 
same date last year. Farm ing operations 
are badly set back, and in some places the 
putting in of crops will now be abandoned. 
A light shock of earthquake was felt near 
m idnight Saturday. 
V isalia, February 17th.—It is cold and 
rainy to-day. 
Rainfall yesterday, .41. The 
wheat and barley fields were mostly sown 
before this atorm. 
P acific Grove, February 17th.—The se 
vere wind and rain storm of Saturday night 
was duplicated last night, with a slight 
earthquake shock 
about S o'clock. 
A 
num ber of tall pines were blown down. 
Rain and hail yesterday and to-day. The 
rainfall for this storm is 1.08 inches. 
H ollister, February 17th.—During the 
past two days a steady rain has been fall­ 
ing, aggregating one inch, and making l!)i 
inches for the season. 
The m ountains are 
white with snow and the weather still 
threatening. A t best farming m ust be sus­ 
pended for several days. 
Lodi, February 17th.—One inch of rain 
fell here Saturday night and Sunday m orn­ 
ing, and a half an inch this morning. 
Total for the season, 26.15 inches. 
S t. H elena, February 17th.—It com­ 
menced raining Satnrday afternoon at 4 
o’clock and has been very disagreeable and 
stormy ever since. The prospects are for 
snow. The rainfall for the storm is 3 13 
inches. For the season, 55 54 inches. 
Corning, February 17th.—There wss a 
high, steady south wind blowing all Satur­ 
day night, with rain. One inch and twenty- 
hundreds fell yesterday. 
Much grain was 
sown during last week. 
N evada City, February 17th.—The rain 
which brgan Saturday continued till Sun­ 
day morning, when snow set in, and is still 
falling. 
There is over a foot here this 
m orning and five feet in the highest parts 
of the county. 
The Downieville road is 
closed above Comptonville, and the Bloom­ 
field stage line will have to draw oil to­ 
morrow if there is not a cessation. The 
city was cut off yesterday, and for several 
hours this morning, from telegraphic com­ 
m unication. The railroad company kept 
the track clear by running locomotives over 
the line at frequent intervals during the 
night. 
Grass V alley. February 17th.—A vio­ 
lent wind aud raiu-storm Saturday night 
was followed by fourteen inches of snow 
Sunday and Sunday night. 
Snow is now 
falling. 
Cayucos, February 17th.—After three 
weeks’ fine weather another rain began 
Saturday night. 
Nearly 1.50 inches have 
fallen during the last thirty-six hours. The 
wind is still south. A good shower was 
needed. No harm done yet. 
Cisco, February 17th.—It is snowing hard 
to-day. Three and a half feet have fallen 
in the last forty-eight hours. The road is 
all clear. 
Marysville, February 17th —An inch 
and three-quarters of rain have fallen since 
Saturday, m aking the total for the season 
nearly 27 inches. Snow has fallen in the 
foothills and m ountains. This storm again 
interrupts farm ing operations and 
tree 
planting. 
E migrant Gat, February 17th —Three 
feet and a half of snow has fallen since 
this storm began. A dry, stiff southeast 
wind drifts it badly. 
A push plow and 
five engines m ake regular trips, night and 
day, between Emigrant Gap and Alta. The 
track is clear west of Cascade. 
At Cascade 
there is some difficulty in keeping the track 
clear. 
A large force of shovelers has been 
ordered to Cascade, and will rem ain there 
during the storm. 
V entura, 
February 
17th —The rain­ 
storm of Saturday nieht still continues. 
Heavy rain fell all day Sunday, accom­ 
panied by a Btrong northeast wind. 
All 
trains on this division are delayed, none ar­ 
rived since yesterday at 5:30 p. M. 
The 
Santa Clara river is impassable, nearly two 
inches of rain having already tallen. 
T urlock. February 
17th.—After 
two 
weeks of cold, foggy mornings, the wind 
hauled around south last Saturday night 
and blew the sand in all directions until 
early Sunday morni»g, when rain began 
falling, and has continued at intervals ever 
since. The rainfall for the past forty- 
eight hours is .40 of an inch; total to date, 
17.11 inches. A heavy rain is still falling. 
Towles. February 17th.—It has been 
storm ing for forty-eight hours and is snow­ 
ing hard at present. Two feet have fallen 
for the storm . It was cold and windy last 
night, the snow drifting badly. The rail­ 
road is in trouble at Cascade. 
No west­ 
bound trains have passed for tbirty-six 
hours. The usual passenger trains are 
moving East as far as possible. 
N apa, February 17th.—The rain contin­ 
ues. There are no signs of clearing away. 
The fall for (he storm is 2 33 inches: for 
the season 33 62 inches. 
The m ountains 
surrounding thevalley are white with snow. 
T racy, February 17th.—The late storm 
amounted to .71 of an inch. The past 
three weeks’ dry weather enabled the farm­ 
ers to finish sowing most of their land, and 
an unusually heavy crop is predicted for 
the west side. 
Y beka, February 17th.—The first through 
m ail for thirty-three days arrived yester­ 
day. A snow storm prevailed Saturday 
night and yesterday. Two inches fell here, 
from five to twelve in the valley and two 
to three feet in the mountains. 
S isson, February 17th.—The snow-sform 
still continues. 
The railroad is again 
blockaded. 
The rock-slides in the canyon 
below Mott retards the train from Duns- 
m uir.

CORBETT VS. KILRAIN. 


The California Boy M ore Than a M atch 
for th e ex-Cham pion. 
N ew Orleans, February 17th.—Three 
im portant events were on the Southern 
A thletic Club program m e to-night—Kiirain 
vs. Corbett, six rounds; Cleary Vs. Sm ith, 
six rounds; Bezenah vs. Johnson, four 
rounds. 
After the Vacquelin fight the South­ 
erners determined to find some man worthy 
of K ilram 's prowess, aud looked over the 
country for a suitable m atch. Their at­ 
tention was called to J. J. Corbett, the 
Olympic Club teacher at San Francisco. 
Corbett is a giant ol a youngster, aDd out 
W ist is looked upon as the coming world's 
cham pion. A match was made. Corbett 
was in beautiful condition, while Kiirain 
looked too heavy. 
Furtherm ore, Muldoon 
said the sad affair at Dallas had rather un­ 
nerved him . 
There was a large crowd of spectators 
present at the club-rooms to witness the 
glove contests. K iirain stated his weight 
variously between 201 and 205pounds. He 
did not have a very lively air as he came 
out. But the ex-champion looked massive 
and strong, although he complained before­ 
hand of having contracted th e grip at 
Houston. 
Corbett came oat all smiles and made a 
strange contrast to K iirain. 
Although Cor­ 
bett is 6 feet l i inches tall, he looked a 
mere boy alongside of his adversary. 
H e only weighs 183 pounds, and looks 
even less. 
Kiirain had Muldoon and 
Cleary behind him , while Corbett was 
seconded by Tommy Danforth (who will 
fight Paddy McBride in a few days) and 
Mike Sm ith, while George Scott, well 
known here some years ago as one of the 
cleverest of light-weights, was the bottle- 
holder. 
Muldoon introduced the men, and an­ 
nounced that Kiirain weighed 201 pounds. 
Corbett looked over at his burly rival and 
said, incredulously: 
“Then you can put 
me down for 170 pounds.” 
Mr. Erviolett, a well-known cotton man 
and enthusiastic am ateur sparrer, was se­ 
lf eted by the club as referee. H eannounced 
that he proposed to m ake the contest ou its 
merits. Tim e was called without any more 
preliminaries, and both sprang lightly for­ 
ward to the scratch, Corbett sm iling as if 
eager for the fray. Both m en sparred for 
au opening, watching each other shyly, for 
it was the first tim e they had met. " 
Corbett carried his left losely while bis 
right held guard. H e feinted with his left, 
but K iirain jum ped away. Then Kiirain 
shoved his left out at Corbett's face, and as 
Corbett got away Kiirain caught him in the 
back with his right. 
T hat gave Corbett a point, and when 
Kiirain rushed him again he smashed his 
left into K ilrain’s face. 
Kiirain clinched, 
but Corbett held him and prevented K il­ 
rain’s usual half-arm blows. Corbett fol­ 
lowed this up with a smash and countered 
lustily with bis left on K ilraiu’s face. 
Kiirain looked astonished, but when Cor­ 
bett lead again he warily kept out of reach. 
Corbett ducked to avoid a return, and Kil- 
ratn seized him and held him in a vicious 
hug. The referee warned him this time, 
but Corbett only smiled. Tim e was called 
as the men stood off at arm ’s length, and 
Corbett went to his seat like a victor amidst 
the cheers of the crowd and the plaudits 
of his surprised and delighted seconds. 
Kiirain looked considerably surprised 
and a little disheartened. Corbett stepped 
up lively for the second, and opened up 
w ith a rattliDg left-hander on K ilrain’s 
face, which made the champion stare in 
amazement. 
Kiirain rallied and planted 
a hard right-hander on Corbett's neck and 
clinched, but Corbett was like a young 
lion and never phased. He showed his u n ­ 
concern by dashing his left into K ilrain’s 
face and jum ping away. 
As soon as they 
came to the center again K iirain had 
not yet lost confidence, and 
feintiDg 
with 
his 
left 
swung his right hard 
on Corbett’s neck, but while he was 
doiDg that Corbett’s left shot out and 
caught Kiirain a stunning 
blow 
over 
the left eye, making an ugly cut and draw­ 
ing blood. The crowd went wild and K ii­ 
rain evidently lost his heart. It was the 
turning point of the fight, and Kiirain 
stuck to the corner surlily most of the 
time. After that K iirain tried his clinch­ 
ing act as the best plan, bnt Corbett held 
his adversary tight and prevented infight­ 
ing. After they parted K ilrrin led, but 
fell short. Corbett did better with a heavy 
left-handed rib-roaster, escaping with a 
light return ou the face. 
Kiirain sparred 
again and made two points by light left­ 
handers on the side, but Corbett stopped 
his leading by a heavy left-hand counter 
on the face, and Kiirain got out of reach. 
Corbett followed and planted a left on Kil- 
rain’s nose and Kiirain clinched. 
They parted again and Kiirain feinted 
with his left, but as he swung his right 
Corbett got under it and Kiirain sought 
safety in the hug. 
K iirain took up the 
rushiDg aud lauded with both hands on 
the ribs in snccession and clinched. Cor­ 
bett came back with a left-hander on the 
face. Kiirain countered w ith his left on 
the face and then Corbett brought his 
right around in a hurry and smashed 
K iirain square in the nose. 
Tim e was 
called then and Corbett again got cheers. 
K iirain claimed his eye was cut by Cor­ 
bett’s blow, althongh he did not think it 
intentional. 
Third Round—Kiirain came up slowand 
determined for the third round and showed 
some of his old skill and planted his left 
on Corbett’s stomach and got away. Cor­ 
bett, nothing daunted, duplicated the blow 
and escaped. 
Kiirain repeated the per­ 
formance and then both men defiantly 
coaxed each other on, but both were wary. 
Corbett feinted with his left during the 
coaxing act and bronght his right around 
quick o d K ilrain’s ribs. Kiirain took up 
leading and after falling short with his left 
stepped in and swung the same band 
around landing hard on the back of Cor­ 
bett's neck. The champion was encouraged 
and made a rush, landing ODe hand after 
the other o d the stomach and chest. 
Corbett took the punishm ent with u n ­ 
concern, and came back with a left-hander 
in the face, but received a counter. Cor­ 
bett made a lively rash, bnt Kiirain met 
sqaare, and landed both hands in succes­ 
sion on the chest of bis advancing foe, and 
got in another left-hander in the face at 
parting. Corbett replied in kind by a left­ 
hander on the ribs and sent the same band 
back prettily, catching K iirain on the nose 
before the latter knew what happened. 
Corbett then sailed in merrily, fell short 
with his left, bnt swung right in on the 
chest and got away. K iirain tried to stop 
the rally by a left-hander íd the face, but 
got a return of the same kind, and Corbett 
slapped bis face twice with his right as time 
was called. 
Corbett pranced forward like a young colt 
for the fourth round, and danced away as 
Kiirain led. 
Kiirain followed and reached 
Corbett's neck by bis swinging right. 
K ii­ 
rain then reached the ribs with his left and 
clinched, but as he began in fighting the 
crowd cried “ F oul!” and the referee or­ 
dered a break. Corbett led and fell short, 
but avoided leaving an opening by ducking 
cleverly ont of reach. W hen be came up 
he led for K ilrain's face w ith b¡3 left, landed 
and got away. As he came back KilraiD 
stopped bis progress with a right-hander 
on the ribs. Corbett led, fell short and 
K ilrsin came with a rush, landing his 
right on Corbett’s long but sturdy neck. 
Then the 
cham pion 
reached 
Corbett’s 
chest twice w ith his left, following it up 
w ith a right-hander on the ribs. Corbett 
couldn’t find an openiDg all this time, and 
when he tried to get in his right he fell 
short, but ducked under again. 
He also 
avoided the next rush by slipping from. 
K i!rain's fond embrace. 
K iirain finally succeeded in clineVjnz 
j Corbett w ith his left and using bis right at 
short range, and Corbett tried upvr r cut­ 
I ting w ith hia right, reaching K iirain': 


face. One of these swings carught K ilrain’s 
left eve with the wrist and raised a lum p 
under it. After they broke Srlrain got io 
a clear right-hander on the side. 
Corbett’s left hand lead was short but he 
smashed K iirain on the neck as fhe latter 
closed, and broke away from a bog. K ii­ 
rain 8gain fanded a left on ribs, but Cor­ 
bett retaliated with interest. C orbm 's left 
caught K iirain on the arm, but he rent in 
the same hand with lightning-like 3peed 
and Kiirain received it on the neck. 
Corbett sw ung his left around like o> wild 
m an, and twice in succession got a left­ 
hander in the stomach with his arm dbwn 
at nearly full length. This was followed 
by another clinch, and K ilrain's right arm 
failed to find C orbitt's neck. 
Before the 
clinch was broken. K iirain tried ieadiDg 
with his left, but fell short twice. Corbett 
getting ont of reach like a flash. W hen be­ 
came back to the center, he flirted away 
with his left, and before Kiirain knew it, 
Corbett’s right caught him aclip in the side 
and ihe Californian wasavray. 
K iirain was a little bothered aDd was 
more so when he got o ut'his left in a hurry 
and landed lightly on Corbett’s side, the 
latter getting almost out of reach before 
the blow landed. Kiirain found one way 
to get in and so he led twice with his left 
on Corbett’s side and clinched said hugged 
Corbett's neck so haid that th e crowd ex­ 
pressed its displeasure. 
Kiirain kept on, however, and the next 
left-handed lead and clinch He had his 
right arm free, and did a little damaging 
punishm ent with hi9 right on Corbett’s 
neck. The latter took it good-naturedly, 
however, and took care to do th e leading 
next time. 
^ H e feinted with his left again and again 
and smashed his right into K ilraia’s face 
and got away am idst the cheere of the 
crowd.

H e H as Struck M inneapolis and i s H a v 
in 5 Lots o f Fun. 
M inneapolis, February 17th.—It would 
be bard to imagine a more complete social 
revolution than that wrought in South 
M inneapolis by Charles Clement W bitnev, 
chief lieutenant of George A. Schweiñ- 
furth of Rockford, Illinois, who claims to 
be Christ. 
The people of this populous suburb are 
terribly excited over the actions of W hit­ 
ney, and threats of tar and feathers unless 
he seeks new fields ar? freely made. W hit­ 
ney came to M inneapolis three years ago 
and pursued the hum ble vocation of a ped­ 
dler. 
Subsequently he went to Rockford, where 
he m et Schweinfurth. 
W hitKey fell at the 
feet of the alleged Christ, and was ap­ 
pointed one of the twelve apostles and sent 
to M inneapolis to build up a following. 
H e succeeded in this business admirably, 
acquiring a great deal of property and caus­ 
ing several lam ily rows. 
One of the principles taught by Schwein­ 
furth is that such a thing as individuality 
m ust be unknow n. The disciple who is at 
the head of the colony m ust be implicitly 
obeyed. 
No one m ast work except for the 
Lord, and the Lord is the disciple of Christ 
who has charge of that particular district, 
but Christ, who is personified in Schwein­ 
furth, is the Supreme Being, and every one 
is taught that unless he implicitly follows- 
his teachings, not his example, he stands 
no chance whatever of going to heaven. 
Men and women 8re taught that since the 
second coming of Christ, or Schweinfurth, 
there is no such thing as marriage, and the 
m arriage tie is som ething entirely too 
wordly to be taken into consideration when 
the disciple makes an order. 
W hitney lives in a comfortable and com­ 
modious dwelling at 3245Sixteenth avenue 
South, and. besides posing as one of the 
chosen aposiles, has found tim e to invent 
a patent roofing material, ont of which he 
manages to m ake a comfortable income. 
He is also engaged in the real estate busi­ 
ness, and has succeeded in obtaining con­ 
trol of the property of his converts, who, 
strange to say, are mostly women. 
H e has been accused of breaking up one 
family where the m an and wife had lived 
happily together for twenty-eight years, 
and has, according to the stepm other's 
statem ent, spirited away a youDg girl and 
sent her to “ Zion,” where her parents 
have been so far unable to reach her, al­ 
though repeated attem pts have been made 
to do so. 
T hat the strong arm of the law has not 
been invoked against W hitney is due to the 
fact that the parents of the girl, who, by 
the way, is only 13 years of age, did not 
have the money to spare with which to 
employ an attorney and to pay the neces­ 
sary Court charges. 
Some tim e ago W hitDey informed his 
people that Christ was coming to M inne­ 
apolis, but before his arrival a num ber of 
converts left him and for some reason the 
coming was conveniently postponed. So 
far he has not put in an appearance, and 
it is not expected that he will until after a 
palatial residence which W hitney is now 
erecting on Fifteenth 
avenue, between 
Thirty-first and Thirty-second streets, is 
completed. 
This house contains twenty-three rooms 
and has a large barn in the rear which will 
accommodate about fifty head of horses. 
The present abiding-place of the apostle 
contains a queer “ family.” 
Many resi­ 
dents of the neighborhood are becoming 
extremely indignant, and T. C. Morgan, 
whose wife has left him and taken her 
abode there, is an ardent advocate of tar 
and feathers.

A FRUITLESS APPEAL. 


This winter has been the exceptional 
one, rather the phenomenal winter of all 
that Califurnians have experienced since 
the occupation of the coast by Americans, 
for theie has been greater rainfall in the 
valleys, deeper snows upon the mountains. 
The facts have naturally led to much new 
publishing of details of the storm, which 
has now been almost continuous, in one 
form or another, for two anda halt months. 
This in turu has led to considerable mis­ 
apprehension at the East concerning Cali­ 
fornia’s climate. 
Of coarse, well-informed people do not 
fail into any error about the matter ; but, 
unfortunately there very many people in 
this driving age who are what may be 
teiiued “head line readers.” They read 
head lines of articles describing great snow 
storms and snow deposits in California, 
and without going deeper into the articles, 
jump to the conclusion that all California 
is under the snow. 
As a matter of fact, there has been no 
snow in California vaiieys. On the mount­ 
ain bights, from 2,000 to 10,000 feet up in tbe 
Sierras, enormous 9now deposits are now to 
be seen. But in California proper—the 
great valleys and coast sections—not only 


The San Francisco Society for the Sup­

No matter if the articles do appear 
in the reading columns, and bear no mark 
to designate them as advertisements, they 
are paid for as such, and at a right royal 
Sgure, too. 
When the pocket-nerve of the 
aensational press is touched, it closes its 
eyes to the demoralization of its acts, and 
seals up its conscience against all moral 
appeals and considerations. There are no 
means the Society named can invoke to 
secure its end in this matter except to buy 
the silence of the sheets of which it com­ 
plains. They are all susceptible to such 
an offer. 
If they receive a dollar a line 
for the vicious stuff, tbe Society can secure 
its end by offering a dollar and a quarter 
a line for its omission. 
The Association 
is welcome to this bit of practical advice 
and can rest assured that the only effective 
method of attaining the end sought is 
such as here suggested. To appeal to the 
“moral sense” of the sensational news­ 
paper, is the equivalent of asking for 
prayer from the Devil. 


Good for Mr. Cleveland. 
W hether it 
makes for his ambition to again be Presi­ 
dent or militates against it makes no sort 
j difference. 
As a Democratic leader lie 
bus the courage to say concerning ballot 
reform: “I have never debated whether 
the removal of trickery from a voter 
would injure or benefit the Democratic 
party. 
Ballot reform is right, and that is 
why I think it should be adopted.”

ha3 thcte been no snow, but the temper­ 
ature of the winter of 18S9-90 has been 
higher than for many years. 
While we look upward and see upon the 
northeast the mountain ranges crowned 
with snowy glories and grimly smiling 
upon tbe battling railrcad workers, all Cal­ 
ifornia from mountain base to sea shore is 
warm, bright aud springing with the life 
of growing vegetation. Early summer, in­ 
deed, as known at the East, basks at the 
feet of the abrupt mountain raDges that 
shut California off from the great basins 
and deserts to the eastward. 
This morning we present some admirable 
views in the snowy altitudes taken during 
the recent blockade on the Central Pacific 
Railroad's Mountain Division. The re­ 
newal of tbe storm on Saturday, after a 
week’s cessation, and the imprisonment of 
the valley excursisn party to the mountain 
hights, give piquancy to the pictures pre­ 
sented, and which were prepared especially 
for the Record Union. They justify these 
prefatory lines ¡n advance of the following 
local news uotes of tbe present storm. 
Inquiry at the railroad office in this city 
last evening developed the fact that a 
terrific suow-storm had raged all day yes­ 
terday on the Central Pacific road over the 
“hill,” and that the plows were at work 
keeping the track clear. Tbe stretch at 
Cascade, where the sheds are down, wa3 
plowed out after some difficulty, and !he 
“ push-plow” started down the hill to clear 
what little snow might be found In this di­ 
rection. 
Early la st evening tbe plow had passed 
Blue Cauyon, and the entire road was clear 
for trains. 


The rainfall for the storm is 1.44 inches, 
and for the season 25.05 iucbes, as against 
9.94 inches up to the 1st of March last year. 
The temperatures at 5 a . m . and 5 p. m . 
were 36° and 45°, and the highest and low- 
eat, 50° and 36°, as against 52° and 31° the 
same date last year. The highest and low­ 
est temperature one year ago to-day was 
60° aud 31°, with skies cloudless, aud the 
weather cold at night and in the early 
morning.

Trnckee was reached about 5 a. m., where 
the party spent some time in snowballing 
and taking in the sights. They started 
from Truckee on their return trip at 6:10 A. 
M , and enjoyed a good breakfast at the 
Surn i it, thoughtfully provided by Super­ 
intendent Wright. Here they remained 
for some time, reaching Cascade at nooD. 
At this point they found the rotary plow 
3tuck, and the Cyclone waa brought up to 
raise the blockade on the west of Cascade.

Last evening 150 men were sent up to 
Shady Run to shovel snow ai that point.

Tba officials are all there in the 
midst of the snow, working night and 
day. About three leet of snow has fallen 
during this storm at Blue Canyon. 
A dispatch from Gold Ran last evening 
E aid: “It commenced snowing yesterday 
morning and has continued w ith short in­ 
tervals until tn-day• About one foot has 
fallen at tbis slaitou.

S y n o p sis o f B ish o p H o tt’s S e rm o n o n L a st 
S u n d a y K vi-m ng. 
At the United Brethren’s Church, on 
8undav. Bisbop Hott preached from 2 Peter 
i., 2 : “Grace and peace be multiplied unto 
you through the knowledge of God, and of 
Jesus, our Lord.” The two principles of 
Christianity are grace 
and peace, said 
Bishop Hott. Grace alons means favor, 
and as such it is used seven times in the 
Old Testament. In the New Testament it 
is used once as “mercy,” and one hundred 
and twenty-five times as meaning the favor 
of God through Jesus Christ. This favor 
of our L rd aud Savior,JeBus Chris', is given 
to the entire universe through the utOQing 
blood of Christ, and it may be either ac­ 
cepted or rejected, just as we will. In the 
renewal of the heart there is grace, it is a 
work wrought by God. “Ye most be born 
again.” 
We undergo a change in our 
whole life; our thoughts are different, aud 
we can each say : “Tne things 1 once bated 
I now love, and the things I loved I now 
hate.” 
See Saul of Tarsus, tbe Pharisee, one of 
the tribe that so bated aud prosecuted all of 
Christ’s followers, and who himself ex­ 
ecuted inoffensive men aud women merely 
because they loved and served God. Then 
in a few years he gois about the country 
preaching Christ, and dies a martyr—stoned 
to death ; but, rising above tbe mob, still 
praising Gcd. How can two such charac­ 
ters be in body ? The chango can only be 
made by the power of God ; by God's light 
being turned upon us ; by God’s sanctifica­ 
tion and purification. I believe we can 
lose these, for even the minister of the 
gospel must watch lest he lose the Grace 
of God. 
Dr. Newton speaks of his seeing a large 
gathering, a gathering of all of God’s peo­ 
ple, aud a large company dressed in white 
robes came first, entering in nnto the Lord, 
aud I thought, how I should like to go iu 
with them, but they were martyrs, whom 
God says shall be high on his throne, and 
I could not go in with them. 
Then there came another company, not 
so mauy in numbers, but some twelve or 
more, and I thought, how 1 wished I could 
go in with them, but I could not, for they 
were the Apcstles. Then there came a 
large company, and I shouted, for they 
were the ones washed by the grace oí God, 
and I could go iu with them. And if you 
caDnol be a marlyr or apostle, you can be 
saved by tbe atoning grace of God; sec­ 
ondly, peace, which means unity, concord 
aud friendship. 
This feature naturally 
follows the other, for by grace we get 
peace. We, as Christians, do not make 
enough of this, for there should be un­ 
bounded peace with all brothers and sis­ 
ters in Christ. Are we not one family ? 
Should we not be 
concerned for our 
brother and sister? The apostle says: “Do 
good to all men, especially to them of tbe 
faith.” 
And the churches need a broader con­ 
ception of this unity, this concord, this 
brotherhood in the saving of souls for 
Christ. AgaiD, the apostle says: “Add to 
your faith virtue; to virtue, knowledge,” 
etc. But God will multiply the grace and 
peace of our Lord Jesus Christ. How 
much greater he is, we can only add, while 
God multiplies 
God says : “ As the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways.” 
What 
a beautiful 
thought, and how many times be will 
multiply his grace and neace unto us if we 
will but accept his gracious offer?

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


THE CITY CANNOT PAY FOE GRAD­ 
ING STEEET INTERSECTIONS.

The Bugr i of City Trastees met yesterday 
m orning in regalar weekly session. 
All 
the members were present. 
The Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks 
reported that for .he week ending February 
16th, 22,848,000 gallons of water had been 
pumped, the Holly pum p being in opera­ 
tion 85 hours and the Stevens pnm p 72 
hours. 
Lincoln W hite appeared before the Board 
and presented a claim for $26 for M iner & 
H azard for injuries sustained by a h o rse 
belonging to them . The anim al stepped 
into a sewer on Eighth s'reet, between 0 
and P, and so strained its lim bs that it wa3 
unfit for use for some tim e. 
Mayor Greg­ 
ory said he thought the m atter should be 
referred to the Street Commissioner, and it 
was so ordered. 
J. T. Barron asked the Board if it could 
not postpone the grading of the alley be­ 
tween Second and Third, L and M streets. 
H e was willing that tbe alley should be 
improved, bat wanted the work delayed 
u n til the bad weather was over. 
Trustee McLanghlin stated that he did 
not intend to have anything done to the 
alley tor some time, and this was satisfac 
tory to Mr. Barron. 
The m ader of appointing a temporary 
Pound-keeper 
until 
the 
regular 
election, was referred to Trustee McLaugh­ 
lin. 
- 
Mayor Gregory stated that the lease on 
the public block bounded by Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth, I' and Q streets, would expire in 
March, and be wished to know if it was 
the desire of the other members of the Board 
to again lease tbe property as a cow- 
pasture. 
Trustee W olf thought a public plav- 
ground should be made of the sqnare, so 
that children of the neighborhood could 
play there, instead of on the streets. 
The other members of the Board agreed 
w ith Mr. Wolf, and a play-ground will 
probably he made on the block. 
The Mayor also stated that a colored 
woman named Mrs. Robinson wished to 
lease a part of a public block on B street, 
between Seventh and Eighth, but it was 
tbe sense-of the Board that the property 
should not be let out. 
The Mayor called the attention of the 
Board to the fact that the ordinance relat­ 
ing to the rights of the Poundm aster was 
so worded that he had the privilege of 
going into a yard or house and taking a 
dog which did not have a tag. It was or­ 
dered that the City Attorney am end the 
ordinance or draw up a new one. 
On reference to tbe m inutes of the Clerk, 
it was ascertained that the m atter as to 
w hether crecer Schaden should pay back 
to the ciiy the am ount of his overcharges 
had not been referred to the City Attorney. 
After learning that tbe m atter had not been 
so referred, the Board resolved to do so and 
get his opinion. 
The following opinion was rendered by 
the City Attorney, and is of interest to all 
citizens concerned in the im provem ent of 
the streets of the city : 
I have given the two questions concerning 
street improvements referred to me a hasty ex­ 
am ination, as you desire an immediate answer. 
First—How far can the Trustees compel the 
improvement of streets? The general law gov­ 
erns this—see Sections 1-7, Part 1, Statutes of 
1884 85, commonly known as the Vrooman Act; 
and Act of March fi, lSS'J, Statutes of 1889, page 
70. These laws you are familiar with In a gen­ 
eral way, because you work under them every 
day. A nd the exception as to detached portions 
of improved streets and alleys is plain—see Sec­ 
tion 3, page 149, Statutes of 1894-85. It means 
that when not more th aa two blocks remain un­ 
graded between one or more blocks on each 
side thereof, which have been graded, tüe 
Trustees may compel that oart of said street or 
alley rem aining ungraded', not exceeding two 
bW »s, to be graded and improved, notwith­ 
standing the objections of property owners. The 
object of the law is to compel the improvement 
of streets »Ed alleys, but not ol more than two 
blocks in length, lying between improved 
S 
ieces of property. Thus, there might be a 
undred patches of improved streets and alleys 
in various portions of the city, each piece con­ 
taining several blocks, but having one or two 
unimproved blocks between each piece. The 
Trustees could compel property owners to im­ 
prove these scattering lines of sireets and alleys, 
because it would be for tbe public benefit to do 
so and to have a uniform system of improved 
streets and alleys all over the improved terri­ 
tory. But because Front, Second, Third and 
Twenty-nin’.h, Thirtieth and Thirty-first streets 
are improved the Trustees could not compel the 
improvement of J, K and L between Third and 
Twenty-ninth. And the Act of March 6,1884, 
does not give the Trustees power to force im­ 
provements in every direction. This power is 
limited to two blocks, as above described, and 
the rights of property owners cannot further be 
infringed upon. 
Second—The Trustees have no power to lay a 
tax upon the whole city for the purpose of im­ 
proving intersections of streets. The idea ol the 
law is that s'rect work shall be assessed to prop­ 
erty owners, and that the cost of improving 
street intersections shall be assessed upon the 
four quarter blacks adjoining a rd cornering 
upon the crossings according to subdivisions 3, 
4.5, 6 and 7, of Section 7, Part 1, of Act of March 
IS, 1985—see Statutes of 18-ó, page 152; see, also. 
Article 12, Section 52 of Charter. To adopt a 
different rule would be bad policy, and it would 
establish a bad precedent. The increased priv­ 
ileges and advantages of corner lots ought to 
carry the slight increase oi taxation for the im­ 
provement of such lots. 
Dr. F. M. Shields, of the Im provem ent 
Association, appeared before the Board and 
spoke on the subject of street improve­ 
m ent at some length. 
A nother citizen also made some sugges­ 
tions on the subject, and the Board prom ­ 
ised both gentlemen th at they would con­ 
sider their propositions. 
Mayor Gregory called the attention of 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr to 
some rickety awning9 on the m ain streets 
in the city. 
Mr. Starr stated that everv one of the dan­ 
gerous stru ctu res had been condemned, and 
the only way he saw to remove them was 
to order a carpenter to puil them dowD. 
The Board agreed w ith Mr. Starr, and 
authorized him to remove tbe condemned 
awnings if the propertv-owners refused to 
do so. 
J. M. Avery csked permission to con­ 
struct a wooden platform near Sixth and G 
streets, so that he conid load and nnload 
goods more conveniently. H is request was 
referred to the Street Commissioner, with 
power to act. 
A resolution was passed ordering the al­ 
ley between J and K, from Third to Fourth 
streets, to be graded and paved with granite 
blocks. 
— 
Petitions were received by the Board 
recom mending August Stobz and Jam es 
Cousins for the position of Poundm aster. 
They were ordered on file. 
J. D Jost. on behalf of the Council of 
Federated Trades, asked the Board 
to 
recommend Durham Spregue for Superin­ 
tendent of the new Postoffice building. 
M ayor Gregory informed him that the 
Board, a? a body, could not indorse Mr. 
Sprague, although the individual members 
m ieht favor him for the place. 
Recess dll 1:30 p. m. 
AFTKBSOOS SESSION. 
A t the afternncn session of the Board a 
large delegation of propertv-owners on I 
street appeared, at the Board’s request, to 
explain why they had remoDSlrated against 
the im provem ent of that, street, from T hir­ 
teenth to Twenty-first street. 
E. C. Atkinson explained that the objec­ 
tion to im proving the street at present was 
the great expense heretofore incurred by 
grading. Property-owners desired to know 
what street grading was going to cost them . 
There is no agreement and no contract to 
go by. Toe property-owners preferred to 
wait a while, in the hone that a company 
m ay be organized to do sneh work at a fair 
price. He wanted to know in advance 
w hat kind of work wa3 to be dene snd 
w hat the expense was to be, before he con­ 
sented to being assessed. 
Others of ihe delegation expressed sim ­ 
ilar views. 
M ayor Gregory read an estim ate fur­ 
nished by City Surveyor Pierson showing 
that the expense per front foot would be 
$1 37. and 26J cents for intersections. 
Mr. W ittenbrock stated that he was w ill­ 
ing to pay th at m uch. 
Mr. A tkinson said at tbe figures given he, 
for one, would not object to having tbe 
work done, and he owned a great m any feet 
of frontage on tbe street in question. 
After some farther figuring Mayor Greg­ 
ory stated that tbe estimate per front foot, 
exclusive of intersections, was $1 31. The 
intersections would probably cost 25 cents 
per front foot. 
[In the estimóte given by Surveyor Pier­ 
son the cost of advertising, per bicck, was 
placed at $30, b at this it was found would 
include all the blocks ] 
L 
K . H am m er thought 
the m atter 
should be allowed to re;t nrttii it was seen 
w hether the proposed grading company 
w eald be shie to do the work cheaper. 
M ayor Gregory said that if those who 
w ere 
rem nñstrstiTti? 
agnrnst 
the work 
w ould withdraw th-ic obj c ior.s to having 
the street improved, tue Trustees would 


probably be willing to wail a while before 
ordering the work done, in order to give 
the property-owners an opportunity to 
have the grading done cheaper, if poa- 
t sible. 
Most of the members of the delegation 
present expressed themselves as desirous of 
having the street improved. 
Mr. A tkinson and several others said 
that when the work could be done properly 
at $1 56 per front foot they would be will­ 
ing to go ahead with it. 
Mr. A tkinson desired to know whether 
or not property owners could be informed 
in advance exactly w hat the work would 
cost. 
H e was informed by the Mayor that the 
cost could only be estimated in advance. 
T he real expense depended on the bids of- 
.ered by contractors. This the Board could 
uot determ ine in advance. The only thing 
the Board could do was to rescind any 
order for work if the cost was to exceed a 
certain figure. 
Most of those present said that would be 
all they would ask. They would willingly 
pay $1 57 per front foot, if the work could 
be done for that. 
An order was entered that when bids 
were received for the proposed work the 
Board would refuse to grant a contract if 
the cost was to exceed that figure. 
The property owners present expressed 
themselves as satisfied w ith this arrange­ 
m ent.

THE SCHOOL BOARD ASKS FOE A TAX 
LEVY OF IHIBTY-FIVE CENTS, 


A nd 1» M et by th e City T ru stees W ith a 
P o lite R e q u est to Give Up 
th e P e rry P ro p e rty . 


School Directors Chipman, T u r a Senalz, 
Sherburn, Davis and Erlewine appeared 
before the City Board of Trustees yesterday 
to urge upon the latter body the necessity 
of a tax levy of thirty-five cents on the $100 
for school purposes. 
Director Tufts, of the Finance Com­ 
mittee, opened the subject by informing 
the Board that it would require at least 
$86,000, on the closest figuring, to run the 
school departm ent this year. They had 
now on band $33,350, and a tbirty-five-cent 
tax on the $14,000,000 of assessable prop­ 
erty in the city would not more than sup­ 
ply the rem ainder needed. 
The estimated expenditures of the school 
departm ent for the year, Mr. Tufts said, 
were as follows: For salaries, $72,000; fuel, 
$1,500; improvem ent at the Sacramento 
Gram mar School, including street grading, 
construction of cement sidewalks, etc, 
$5,000; sidewalk and grading at the Fif­ 
teenth and N streets school, $500; station­ 
ery, $1,500; repairs to school buildings, 
$3,000; furniture and supplies. $2,500. Mr. 
Tufts explained that these estimates, which 
were as low as the Board of Education had 
dared to make them , would leave a margin 
of oDly $1,500 (at a thirty-five-cent tax) lor 
other and unforseen expenses for the year. 
He said it would be difficult for the depart­ 
m ent to get along with a thirty-five-cent 
levy, but the Board realized the fact that it 
conid not ask for more. 
Matters looked pretty smooth for the 
School Directors up to this point, but here 
the Trustees began to “get in tneir work.” 
It has been known for a year past that the 
City Trustees had looked with longing eyes 
upon the Perry Sem inary property on I 
street, between Tenth and Eleventh, owned 
by the School Department, but which has 
been of little practical use to the latter, 
being sim ply used for the night school, the 
building not being adapted for general use. 
All the members of the Board of Education, 
except Director Davis, have been in favor of 
selling the property and using the proceeds 
wherever the sam e would do tbe most 
good in other directions. Every tim e dur­ 
ing the past year the Board found itself in 
a close corner, financially speaking, some 
member would renew the pr, position to 
sell the Perry Sem inary property, and just 
as prom ptly would Director Davis proceed 
to put in his little veto, for—under the law 
—the Board of Education cannot dispose 
of its real property except by the unani­ 
mous vote of its members. 
Director Davis’ argum ent has been all 
along that some day the property would be 
much more valuable than at present, and 
that it was not m uch expense to the Board 
to hold on to it. 
All these facts have been known to the 
members of the City Board of Trustees, 
and 
they 
held 
a 
little 
private 
meeting 
on 
Sunday 
to 
talk 
over 
the 
m atter 
of the 
tax levy 
(it 
is 
supposed), and possibly to caucus on the 
Perry 
Sem inary 
proposition. 
Hence, 
when School Director Tufts had finished 
his little speech yesterday, the Trustees 
were prepared for tbe attack. They knew, 
of course, that the School Departm ent 
needed a tax levy of 35 cents on the $100, 
but they also knew that they (the Trustees) 
wanted that Seminary building, and that 
they “ wanted it bad.” 
In reponse to Director Tafts, Mayor 
Gregory rem arked that the Trustees desired 
to do what was right for the school and 
other departm ents of the city government, 
but there was one m atter in that connection 
they desired to first discuss. The School 
D epartm ent owned the Perry 8em inary 
property. It was of no practical benefit to 
that departm ent, but would be to the city. 
If the Board of Education would transfer it 
to the city it m ight become the nucleus for 
a new City H all. 
“ W ould it not be bet­ 
ter,” be asked, “for the Board of Education 
to turn it over to the city, which would 
then enable the Trustees to levy a more 
liberal tax than they m ight otherwise be 
able to for school purposes ?” 
Here was a dilem ma for the School Di­ 
rectors. They looked at one another in ­ 
quiringly, and then all the others looked 
at Director Davis, the m ember who bad 
been so determinedly opposed to parting 
with the property at all. 
Director Tufts was the first to recover 
bis breath, and he m et the M ayor’s in­ 
cisive attack boldly. 
He said that when 
the School Board purchased the property 
it did so largely w ith funds derived from 
the State and county. Fully 60 per cent, 
of its income came from outside the city, 
and he did not believe the Board possessed 
the legal right to make a gift of property 
thus purchased to the city. 
Trustee W olf—“H as not the city given 
the school departm ent two blocks of land 
for school purposes?” 
Director Tufts—"No, sir; it has only 
given us the use of lots, for the city has no 
right to sell them . They were deeded to 
the city for school pnreoses only.” 
Mayor Gregory—“T hat is a mistake. 
The city can sell, lease or do as it pleases 
with those blocks; that is the law of the 
case.” 
Director Tufts said that he, for one. would 
be willing to turn the property over to the 
city, but he did not believe the Board could 
do so legally. 
Director Erlewine said that, to make the 
thing regular, the Board 
of Education 
m ight sell the property to the city and the 
money be turned into the school fund. 
Mayor Gregory said the Trustees felt 
that the city was entitled to more credit for 
the support of the city schools than the 
State or county. If the Board of Educa­ 
tion would give the Perry Sem inary prop­ 
erty to the city, the Trustees could make 
the levy asked. Otherwise the latter might 
not be able to see its way clear to do so, 
and m ight Dot go higher than 30 cenls. 
Tbe property was doing nobody any good 
as it was. 
Director Chipman said the Board of Edu­ 
cation had loDg talked of disposing of the 
property, b at as it could only do so by the 
unanim ous vote of its members, and as 
they had not been able to secure a unani­ 
mous vote on the proposition, nothing had 
been done. 
Mayor Gregory—“If the Board of Educa­ 
tion would sell the properly they could 
probably get along with a tax of twenty 
cents, 
or 
thereabouts. 
Tbe 
properly 
ought to be worth from $20,000 to $25.000, 
but possibly that m ight be too high a 
figure.” 
Director Tufts—“ If you gentlemen of the 
Board of Trustees can prevail upon Direc­ 
tor Davis to give his consent to sell, the 
Board of Education m ight let the city have 
it for a little less than that.” 
W hile this discussion was in progress 
Director Davis had been the center of an 
apparently adm iring group, all the other 
members of the Board of Education hav­ 
ing gathered 
about 
him , 
persistently 
whispering into his ear. 
At this point- 
however. the senior member from the 
Third Ward spoke up and said ; 
"I will be willing for the Board to sell 
the property to the city for $15,000.” 
Mayor Gregory rem arked that all the 
school-houses are on city property. The 
Board of Education has to take some 
chances, he said, as to the support it gels 
from the State and county, but the city 
stands behind it all the time. 
Its tax levy 
is a sure thing. 
Director Erlewine said the Trustees 
might m ake the tax levy, ssv 33 cents, and 
give $15.000 for the Perry Sem inary prop­ 
erty. 
The School D epartm ent could not 
gel along with less than a tax of 35 cents 
on the $100 or its equivalent. This it m ust 
get in some way. H e was willing the city 
should have the property in question, it 
oniv the Board of Education could get what 
it requires. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said the School 
Board ought to 1 urn the property over to 
the city and then get whatever tax levy it 
required. 
Trustee W olf—“ Yes, we’re willing to 
take the elephant.” 
The School Directors now held an ani­ 
mated consultation in one corner of the 
room, and in a few m inutes' Director Erle­ 
wine said they desired the Trustees to 
postpone m aking the tax levy till W ednes­ 
day afternoon, and that in the m eantim e 
they would hold a special meeting of the 
full Board and determ ine what course to 
pursue. 
This was agreeable to the Trustees, and 
the m atter was passed over until that time.

TINK ERING W ITH THE T A R IFF. 


T lie T aking Off of th e Tobacco Tax a 
Foregone C onclusion. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 
17th.— John 
M iller, the Star-Standard's Congressional 
writer, says to-day: 
T he Com m ittee on 
W ays and Means are finding it very diffi­ 
cult to agree upon any other reduction of 
revenues than that to be accom plished by 
the repeal ot the tobacco tax. 
A majority 
of the com m ittee are in favor o f sugar, but 
they meet with opposition in their party in 
tbe H oase. which threatens the defeat of 
their bill if it includes this item . T hey are 
having a deal of trouble over this question. 
But one of the m ost perplexing features of 
the situation is that there is considerable 
doubt about the fiscal affairs of the Govern­ 
m ent adm itting of any reduction oi the 
revenue 3t this time. 
The regular appropriations and deficien­ 
cies for the pnsning fiscal year w ill amoUDt 
to about $430 000,000, and the estim ated 
revenues for that year is about $450,000,­ 
000. 
The passage of the Biair bill, or any 
one of the proposed general pension bills, 
vould wipe out this difference of $20,000,­ 
1 00 and leave a shortage. 
If any of these 
ills becom e a law the idea of a reduction 
: revenue m ust be abandoned and only a 
eduction of duties practicable would oper­ 
ate to increase the revenue by encouraging 
im portations. 
Friend of sugar in the 
H ouse opposing the repeal o f the duty pro­ 
pose to accept a reduction o f between 30 
and 40 per cent, as a com promise, urging 
that the Government cannot 
spare the 
revenue which would be wiped out by put­ 
ting it on the free list, and it is possible 
that there m ay be a com prom ise on this 
basis. 
The repeal o f the tobacco tax is a 
foregone conclusion, unless it is found that 
the revenue cannot be spared.

H Y P O T H E T IC A L Q U ESTIO N S. 
IN FOREIGN LANDS, 


T h e W ar D ep a r tm e n t L ette rs to N a tio n a l 
G u ard sm en . 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 17th.—Adjutant- 
General Kelton was show n a new s clipping 
this m orning to the effect that in a speech 
at a recent dedication of the Ohio National 
Guard armory ex Governor Foraker said 
that in 1887, when the fisheries question 
was the topic of the day, the War Depart­ 
m ent had written him . together with other 
Governors, asking how m any soldiers he 
could rush to the Canadian frontier. 
The General laughed w hen he said the 
Governor m ust have grown enthusiastic in 
his im agination. 
Such a letter was written, 
but made no m ention of Canada, and had 
nothing whatever to d o w ith the Canadian 
fisheries dispute, or any other international 
question. 
The War Department sim ply 
wished to give the National Guard through­ 
out the country som ething practical to 
think about, and 9ent out these letters, 
asking them the hypothetical question of 
how m any m en could be massed at certain 
points. 
It was done to test the intelligence 
and activity o f the N ational GuardsmeD, 
and to stim ulate their interest iu theactual 
question of the science of war. 


B read-stuffs Exported. 
W ashington, February 17th.—A state­ 
m ent published to-night by tbe Bureau of 
Statistics, gives the value of breadstuff^ ex­ 
ported during January as follows : Barley, 
$61 469; corn. $3,575 475; corn-meal, $63,065; 
oats, $388,396; oat-m eal, $64,561; rye, $35.­ 
246: wheat, $3.135,675; wheat flour, $4,234,­ 
787; total, $11.558,674—being an increase 
over January, 1888, o f over $700,000. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, February 17th.—After the read­ 
ing of the journal in the House to-day, Carlisle 
rose and said that since the 29th of January his 
side of the House had been protesting every 
morning against the approval of the journal, on 
the ground that it contained an entry made by 
the direction of the Speaker, showing the 
names of certain members as “present and not 
votiDg.” On last Friday the House adopted a 
code of rules providing ior such a practice. 
Against this the Democrats protested, and 
would continue to protest as unconstitutional. 
This was, he said, a question which could not 
be decided in this House, aud wheuever proper 
cases arose it would go to seme other forum. It 
was the purpose ot his side to see that on that 
occasion a showing would be made in such 
shape as would permit the matter to be finally 
and decisively passed upon. Therefore he now 
saw no reason why the journal, the form of 
which the House had a right to prescribe, 
Rhould not be approved. This was done and 
the House proceeded to business. 
When the resolution from the World’s Fair 
Committee was presented, a second demand was 
made, on motion, for its passage, and tellers 
were appointed. The reported result was yeas 
114, najs 8. 
A point of “no quorum" was made, and the 
Speaker ran his eye rapidly over the House 
and in a few moments said: "There are 172 
members present, which is more than a quo­ 
rum." 
McMillin of Tennessee protested that the 
rules prescribed the tellers as the means of as­ 
certaining the presence of a quorum, and it was 
not proper for the Chair to count. 
The Speaker inquired what rule required the 
tellers to determine the presence of a quorum. 
McMillin quoted from a rule touching mo­ 
tions to suspend the rules, which requires that 
a mot:on shall be submitted to the House to be 
seconded by a majority, to be decided by tellers 
if demanded. 
The Speaker responded that a majority had 
seconded the motion—114 to 8—and debate ou 
the motion was now in order, but the Democrats 
made an earnest resistance. 
Proceeding further McMUlin insisted that the 
point was that no quorum voted, and neither 
the Speaker nor any other other man could as­ 
sume that the men counted were in the House 
while the vote was being taken. 
Bland wished to know by what right the 
tellers lelt their place before the gentlemen 
had voted, and the Sneaker said if the gentle­ 
man desired to vote tne tellers would take their 
places. 
Miller of Texas maintained the rules required 
the decision by the tellers and argued against 
the Speaker's action. 
Cannon declared the Chair had done his duty 
in counting the members to determ iue the pres­ 
ence of a quorum. 
It was entirely a different 
question from the vote by the tellers. 
Carlisle maintained that the moment the 
tellers were ordered by the House to take their 
places the power of the Chair to count, except 
upon their report, ceased. He was not making 
an argument because he was opposed to sec­ 
onding the motioD, but he believed this was a 
most important construction of the rules aud 
the House should not surrender its power to the 
Speaker. 
Cannon asked under what rule Carlisle, when 
Speaker, had ordered the roll to be called to 
disclose a quorum without instruction of the 
House. 
Carlisle replied byci*ing the rule requiring 
the presence of a quorum before the House be­ 
gins its daily business. He asserted that he 
never held he had a right to count a quorum on 
ihe floor. 
Peters of Kansas said the trouble was that this 
House had been wrapped round aud rouud by 
cords of legal fiction until it was as lifeless as a 
mummy, 
i he Speaker said that in this House 
the question was settled that if a majority was 
present to do bu-iness, their presence was all 
that was required to make a quorum. If they 
declined to vote, their inaction could not be iu 
the pathway of those who did their duty. Iu 
this case the Chair repeatedly counted the 
House during the vote, aud after it closed, and 
being satisfied that & constitutional quorum was 
present to do business, announced yeas 111, nays 
8, aud the motion waa carried. 
Candler took the floor and announced his 
satisfaction of the conclusion of the World’s 
Fair Committee work, and hoped its report 
would be given immediate consideration. 
Hitt also urged speedy action on the auestion 
taken on the motion to suspend the rules and 
make a special order for the fair bills which re­ 
sulted as follows: Yeas, 148; nays, 27. 
B ount demanded the yeas aud nays. They 
resulted: Yeas, 209; nays, 5G, and the special 
order was made. 
On motion of Perkins a bill for the relief of 
the Sioux Indians at the Devil’s Lake Agency, 
North Dakota, was pasted under a suspension of 
the rules. 
Bauks called up the bill to provide for the ap­ 
pointment of thirty additional medical exam­ 
iners for the Pension Office. A second was or­ 
dered. and Banks said the Secretary of the In­ 
terior earnestly recommended the passage of 
the bill. 
Washington of Tennessee said the bill ap­ 
peared to be a schemo to get thirty Republicans 
into office without any draft upon the civil 
service. 
Connor argued that this class of employes was 
exceptional, and the appointments could not be 
subject to the civil service system. 
Springer was for the bill, because it promised 
to facilitate pension cases. He invited the Re­ 
publicans to bring on their pension legislation 
and let him vote on It. 
Blount defended the civil service law. 
Bayne of Pennsylvania said he hoped no Re­ 
publican would try to evade it. He asked to 
have an amendment inserted providing that 
the examiners be appointed under the civil 
service law. 
Cheadle of Indiana, Morey of Ohio and other 
Republicans objected to Bayne’s request. 
The ayes and noes were taken upon the pas­ 
sage of the bill, resulting: Ayes 10j, noes 19—no 
quorum, so the House adjourned, with the un­ 
derstanding that the bill would be taken up at 
the next suspension day. 
IN THE SENATE. 
Washington. February 17th.—In the Sena*e 
to day u awes presented over 210 petitions from 
the State of Massachusetts, stating that more 
than 800,000 gallons of intoxicating liquors are 
annually exported from the I'm ted States to 
Africa, whicn is demoralizing to the people of 
Afiica and detrimental to ail legitimate com­ 
merce with that people. 
The petitions pray 
that under that section of the Constitution 
which authorizes Congress to regulate com­ 
merce with foreign rations, this sort of things 
should be stopped. 
The petitions were referred to the Committee 
on Education and Labor. 
Chandler presented petitions from Mississippi 
complaining of the suppression of the Republi­ 
can vote ot that State, representing that the 
Legislature of Mississippi recently enacted a 
law establishing a new Constitution for the 
State on the 12th of August, 1890, the same not 
to be submitted to the people for ratification. 
The petitions state that it was the avowed pur­ 
pose of the Democrats to employ fraudulent 
methods and deprive many intelliegent citizens 
of their franchise. The matter was referred to 
the Committee on Privileges aud Elections. 
Blair presented petitions signed by 36,003 
members of the Grand Army of tne Republic in 
fawr of pensiona to army nurses, aud petitions 
signed by over 4,000,000 persons in favor of his 
educational bill. 
Among the other petitions presented were 
several For per diem pensions; for the removal 
of limitati non pension arrears, and for bounty 
to soldiers of the regular army who served in 
the war of the rebellion. 
Frye, from the Select Committee on Pacific 
Railroads, reported back adversely two Pacific 
railroad funding bills which were referred to 
it, aud in lieu of them reported an original bill 
on the subject with two reports. One of these 
reports iouches the Union Pacific indebtedness 
and the other the Central Pacific ii debtedness. 
The 1-tte- report. Frye declared, had been 
drafted by Senator Davis, of Minnesota. He ex­ 
plained that the reason why the bills were re 
ported back adversely was that the committee 
finallv *u3ceeded. to its own satisfaction, in 
consolidating the two bills into one. 
1 hi? bill, 
which was now presented, contained terms of 
an adjustment with both companies—the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific. 
The reports, he 
said h*d been unanimously adopted by the 
committee The bill, so far as the Union Pacific 
is concerned, h a! also been unanimously re­ 
ported. 
At the conclusion of Frye's statement the bill 
was placed on the calendar. 
Bla'r spoke about three hours on the educa­ 
tional bill but did not conclude bis argument. 
Chandler offered a resolution which went 
over ti 1 to-morrow, calling on the Attorney- 
General for information as to the recent assas­ 
sination of Saunders, the United States Deputy 
Marshal for the Northern District of Florida. 
" A bill to authorize the President to confer the 
brevet rank on officers oi the army for gallant 
s-rviee in the Indian campaign, was passed. 
The bill for the admission of the State of Wyo­ 
ming having been rea' hed on the calendar. 
Platt gave notice that he would call it up for 
consideration at the earliest opportunity. 
On motion to have the House amendment to 
the bill to have statistics of mortgage indebted­ 
ness obtained in the next census was con-con- 
corred in an : a conference asked. 
On motion o! Alien the Senate bill to estab­ 
lish two additional Land Districts in the State 
of Washington was taken from the calendar 
aud passed. Adjourned.

SU R G IC A L T R IU M P H . 


T h e B o n e s o f a W om an 's F a c e S u ccess­ 
fu lly R em o v ed . 
P aris, February 1 7 ih —M. Pean, the 
great French specialist, has just performed 
one of the m ost wonderful operations iu 
the history of surgery. 
The case was that 
of a wom an on whose face had grown a 
tumor, caused probably bv one of the teeth 
in the upper jaw. for in the removal of the 
sphenoid bone a sm all molar was found in 
the spongy tissue. 
M. Pean saw this 
wom an for the first tim e in November, 
188S 
At that tim e tbe aspect of her face 
was sim ply hideous. 
T he left half of the 
upper m axilla, which was considerably 
larger than the other half, had reached the 
size of the head of a child at birth, the 
lower m axilla was enlarged, the cheeks, 
eyelids aud nose were pushed, forward and 
the cavities of the m outh, eyes and nose, 
as w ell as the pcst-nasal cavity, were com ­ 
pletely obstructed. 
The wom an asked for relief. 
She could 
hardly sw allow and could not speak. 
In 
two operations tbe upper jaw was removed 
and the bone of the nose. 
T he tum or was 
rem oved and has given no evidence of a 
return. 
A final step in this curious case was the 
endeavor to better as far as possible the 
deformity that had been caused and to re­ 
lieve the functionary troubles which the 
operation had created. 
To do this M. Pean 
called on the sk ill of the Professors who 
teach this branch in two of the Paris dental 
schools. 
Professor M ichaels of the Ecole Dentaire 
de France finally succeeded in doing so 
H e connected by a fibrous baDd the inside 
of the upper lip with the posterior part of 
the nostrils and the soft palate, which bad 
beeD purposely spared. 
This enabled him 
to set in solidly an upper jaw . 
In its turn 
this piece enabled him to aaapt to the sur­ 
face of the skin an artificial nose and upper 
lip made ot celluloid. 
The artificial piece 
designed to replace the lower m axilla was 
fixed to the upper one by a m etallic spring. 
It w ill be readily seen that by this means 
the lower jaw can be closed on the upper 
with force, and can also be removed sepa­ 
rately. 
This ingenious apparatus corrects 
tbe deformity very satisfactorily aud en ­ 
ables the patient to retain the saliva, to 
sp .ak and to sw allow , and the doctor says 
this operation proves that the total removal 
of the bones of the face can be performed 
with success and the deformity artificially 
corrected.

Over forty lead m ines have been discov­ 
ered by engineers representing the Grace 
syndicate in Peru. 
A cloud-burst at Managua, Nicaragua, 
February 31, flooded the streets to a depth 
of three feet, lasting several hours.

Twenty m inutes after she struck a snag, 
the steamer Liberador sank in the Magda­ 
lena river.
